Two davs afterwards, the British Consul, 
Hon. Mr. Villeins, arrived in Clinton. After 
listening to FenwiukV story, and having n 
lung consultation with -Messrs. Lincoln and 

Stansbury, he took him to Chicago, nnd em- 
ployed him in his 'office. In the mean limp, 
the Consul wrote to England, making inqui- 
ries in regard to Sir John Fenwick, but 
could only hear that he was traveling on the 
Continent, hut could not ascertain the precise 
spot.

Home Productions— Hay. 

Xu tine would Boareoly believe that in an 
eighteen .year-old oolony like Vancouver 
Maud, wiili u fine salubrious olimntti, a fer- 
tile soil, a milil and even temperature, with 
. siye prairies contiguous to tha shore, 
tin t there is not enough hay raised to leed 
the stock in town and country,— were there not 
facts lo Ruhstaiitiate it boyoud the shadow of 
d nibt. Any one unwilling to accept the sta- 
lls icu of our imports as indubitable evi- 
dence of this gloomy state of things, may 
almost any day have ocoulni demonstration 
of me fuel, by visiting our wharves. On 
them, with almost every arrival i'rmo Sun 
Francisco, may he seen landed tons upon 
bins of wild-oat hay, grown upon the rolling 
prairies Oi California. After such solid ex- 
amples of foreign industry ami enterprise, 
the observer may pass in review the farm- 
yards and meadows of the most thrifty as 
well us the poorest of our farmers, and there, 
to Ins astonishment, he will neither see 
enough hay for their stock, let alone hay for 
the town market and exportation. Discred- 
itable as it may appear, ott some farms may 
be seen stock feeding on foreign hay ! In- 
credible as may appear, hay is brought SOO 
miles, when it could' be raiied at our duors 
Such startling facts show that there is soino th- 
ing radically wrong wilh our ngriculturolists. 
It evidences want of energy and want of en- 
terprise. It cannot be charged 10 account oi 
climate or soil; for both are admirably 
adapted to raising grasses in the greatcsi 
luxuriance, and of a far more nutritious qual- 
ity than California. The cause of 1. is slate 
of things may be traced to our farmers, to 
our proinini ill men, to our government. The 
government shutout the grassy prairies of 
Cowichnn from actual settlement ; our fann- 
ers have not been trained to farming on the 
large scale adapted to America; and our in- 
telligent and prominent men have laken no 
pains to organize agricultural associations to 
inspire the agricultural population with more 
enterprise, or introduce the modern and im- 
proved implements of agriculture. The bal- 
derdash of protection to farmers is occasion- 
ally heard. What IS it but protection to do 
nothing ? Were there enterprise, were there 
labor and capital invested as in ulher com- 
munities ete there a surplus of hay 
ra sed ; were the foreign article competing 
with it in the market ; then protection would 
not show the arrant air of consummate non- 
sense) which il HOW bears. Foreign hay 
really has no competitor in our market; 
Home production is nil; and Mich will con- 
tinue to be the case except some effort be 
made to ui'ii the scales. 

Willi tht: suduen iucreasa of population, 
and consequently of siuck in 1858, it was 
hut natural io expect lar^e importations of 
hay. hi 1859 and i860, me demand having 
been previously eteated, it was hut reason- 
aide lo conclude the supply would have 
been provided for by home production. On 

Iho contrary, no effort has been ma le here 
to supply the demand. If we compare me 
import ol hay lor tho last two quarters of 18o9 
and 18(50, «o find scarcely a perceptible 
diminution in the quantity imported', We 
make the lollowing table from ilia Lmpcr- 
feci returns of those years :

ground has been cultivated, sown with grass 
seed, well drained, and by the latter means 
tho soil warmed, the grass grows luxuriant ly, 
and is already this season fully a month or 
six weeks in advance of the natural grass on 
tho plains. This fact, itself, indicates to the 
far-seeing fanner » great saving in fodder 
for his cattle in tho Spring; and ought to 
induce thorn to funce, drain, and top-dress 
their land, and thus make their meadows 
yield hay enough and to spare for the 
country. 

Having no expectation of producing suf- 
ficient meadow hay Ibis year to meet the 
consumption, we suggest that-the wild hp.y of 
Saanich and Gowichan prairies be cut 
Wo are told thai in the latter district 
good hay mixed with clover may be cut in 
any quantity. Now is the season to prepare 
for it. Pre-empt the land ; or slake oil the 
ground; and out the grass and make the hay. 
ll cannot but pay well. 

California hay is sold here wholesale for 
$22 per ton. Were it not for vessels bound 
to Nanairns for coal, even that low ligurc 
would not oblam Otherwise il would be 
S25 per ton. At least Sl'2,000 will be spent 
this year by Victoria alone for foreign hay. 
This sum of itseif ought to be a sufficiently 
large prize to induce an enterprising popu- 
lation to try and win it. Hereafter we shall 
in a series oi articles show what other com- 
modities may be produced for Homo con- 
sumption and exportation.

LATER FROM ROCK CHEEK. 
The steatrior Caledonia, Capt. Frain, ar- 
rived at her -wharf, last evening at 7 o'elock, 
from New Westminster. Sho brought about 
20 passengers, but no treasure worth men- 
tioning. 

The buoys at the mouth of the Eraser have 
all been set, and seem to answer the purpose 
of indicating the channel very well. 

The steamer Maria is aground at Jeffray'a 
Bar with a heavy freight. The Col. Moody 
attempted to tow her off, but without suc- 
cess. The Moody afterwards reached Hope 
with little trouble. 

A canoe, owned by James O'Xcil, was lost 
-of Chirm # Bar, on the I8tli inst. All hands 
caved, together with the major part of tl>c 
cargo. 

There are four steamers running to Hope at 
present, and as they (owing to the low stage 
of water) can only carry 10 or 15 tons or mer- 
chandise a trip, the merchants at Yale and 
Hope arc not well supplied. 

Canoes are busily omployed freighting 
goods through the canon to Rook Creek. 
They will bo onabled to make two trips more 
this year than last. 

Pack trains have left Lytton City for Car- 
riboo over the Hat River trail. 

Messrs. Hcwdney and Mowbcrly have 
completed three miles of the wagon road 
from Hope to Similkameen. 

Chief Justice Kegbio held court at Hope 
the 25th. There was only one case on the 
docket— John Burke, fur stealing blankets. 
Ho was oonvietcd and sentenced to the chain- 
gang for nine months.

Stealing Trousers.— The king on the 
throne has his troubles, and so has Lewis 
Lewis, clothier, Yates street. Tho other 
day, while standing on the sidewalk in front 
of his store, a Queen Charlotte Island In. 
dian, wearing a largo blanket, walkcd-dellb- 
erately up to n pile of trousers and whip- 
ped them under the garment aforesaid. The 
-watchful Lewis beheld the thefr, and seized 
the ro"uo by the blanket. But the Indian 
dropped the pants, slipped out of his 
blanket and started off up Yates street at the 
top of Ins speed. Lewis pursued and sonic 
citizens arrested the thief and handed him 
over to the custody of the police. Yesterday 
morning the rogue was convicted in the po- 
lice court and sent to prison for one month. 

Lauxcii op a Schooner at Sooke. — On 
Monday last, a new fore-and-aft schooner, of 
115 tons burthen, was launched at Sooke 
harbor. She glided down the ways swiftly, 
and rode the waters like a duck. Just as she 
commenced moving, Miss Isabella Muir 
broke a bottle of champagne over the reced- 
i ing bows and christened her tho " Ann Tay- 
lor." The vessel was built by the Messrs. 
Muir, and is intended to be used in the lum- 
bcr trade between Sooko and San Francisco 
or the Sandwich Islands. Sho is clipper 
model, and is the largest sail vessel ever con- 
structed on Vancouver Island. After the 
launch, the wholo settlement took a holiday, 
and horse-racing, boat-iaeing,wrestlingbouts, 
etc., were indulged in till a late hour of tho 
night. 



Chinese Immigration. — The Chinese 
agents and merchants here are as yet in 
doubt as to the extent of the immigration to 
British Columbia from China this year. It 
is expected, however, that two or three 
ships, loaded with Celestials, will arrive by 
the first of June.

THE ALBERT HEAD SAW MILL. 

Duncan vs. J. \V. McKay. — Mr. Crease 
and Mr. Dennes appeared for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. Cary and Mr. Drake for defendant. 
The action was brought to recover the sum 
of §179, being the amount for lumber sup- 
plied by plaintiff to defendant in 1858. 

James Duncan— I am the plaintiff; the 
defendant agreed to act as my agent in 
Victoria for the sale of lumber and collec- 
tion of debts, at a commission of 2J per 
cent.; the lumber specified was supplied to 
the defendant to his order and was taken 
by Indians from Albert Mead saw-mill, of 
which the defendant is a shareholder; de- 
fendant has collected debts for mo and has 
not as yet rendered any statement of the 
same ; the lumber supplied is a set-off 
against defendant's claim for 8139 50,being 
a note given bv me in March, 1S38, for that 
amount. 

The plaintiff was cross-examined by Mr. 
Cary. 

Joseph W. McKay— 1 am the defendant— 
I never received lumber on my own account. 
The lumber said to bo supplied may or may 
not be entered on the Albert Head Saw Mill 
Company's account. 1 gave credit to the 
phwntiil in the Hudson Bay Company's books 
for the plaintiff's claim on Mr. Peers tor 
lumber supplied to him. I am a share- 
holder in the Albert Head Saw Mill Com- 
pany. As 1 am in the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's service I am not allowed to trade on 
my own account. Iga\e the order for all 
the lumber supplied by the plaintiff. 

The defendant was cross-examined by 
Mr. Crease. 

His Honor said that there was only oath 
against oath, and there not being suflicient I 
proof of the plaintiffs case, ho should dis- 
miss the summons

from Portland ;" instead of which, it says, 
" we feceive it under 48 hours, not unfre- 
quently 7- hours, and occasionally Di3 
hours." Its censures however are not con- 
fined to irregularity in the transmission of 
the mails; but charges the mail carriers 
with ruining all the newspapers by getting 
them wet. Wo fully agree with the Pioivcr, 
that it is time to make a change, as any 
' change will be an improvement; it cannot 
get worse. Our exchanges arrive in the 
most miserable condition, are virtually 
' worthless, being wet and worn lo rags. Hut 
that is not all ; we don't get i ur quantity of 
exchanges ; and as for letters we presume 
they are sent to tho dead letter office, Wash- 
ington. The Planter says 11 the Portland 
post cilice is shamefully negligent ol it- 
duties," as it send- papers lo Olympia 
marked Portland, Astoria. Dalles, &c. The 
way the Portland or some other ofiiees treal 
us is,they don'tsend even what belongs to us, 
let alone mail matter for other localities. 
Wo must say Iroui our experience that the 
Overland route so far is a great nuisanco; 
and we are glad the Olympia pe iplo ale
